New York, Dec. 23— (Bulletin^—The 


Nan Patterson jury, which began its 
deliberations yesterday at 12:05 p.m., 
continued till 3 o'clock this morning, 
then rested about four hours. At 11:30 
this irorning the jury reported a dis- 
agreement but Justice Davis sent the 
jurors back for further deliberaMow. 
At 12:44 this afternoon the jury re- 
turned and the foreman 
announced 


they had been unsble to agree. The 
jury was them 
discharged 
by 
the- 


court.

Nan Patterson collapsed completely, 


, when the disagreement was announced 


and sobbed" convulsively on her fath- 
er's shoulder. The prisoner was re- 
manded without bail. It is expected 
that the young actress will have to un- 
dergo a third trial. When the jury was 
polled the actress arose. After the 
formal questions came the jury's final 
answer. "We have not agi-eed upon a 
verdict." The actress stood and sank 
limply into her seat. Her father put 
his arms about her and she began to 
sob. As the jury marched out the wo- 
man clung sobbingly to her father and 
f 


her anguish was manifest by her cry- 
ing. She was gently led back to her 
cell in the Tombs. 


New York, Dec. 23—The jury in the 


trial of Actress Naii Patterson, charged 
'i, 
with the killing of her lover, Caesar 
Young, came into court this morning 
at 11:30 o'clock and announced that 
after deliberating 
for over 20 hours 


they had bsea unable to reach an 
agreement. The foreman, Thomas H. 
Harmer, of the jury, informed Justice 
Davis that the evidence had been care- 
fully weighed but some members of 
the jury stood out against all argu- 
ment and reason. Justice Davis sent 
the jury back again for further delib- 
eration. 


It was about 11:30 
o'clock when 


Captain Lynch of the court squad re- 
ceived word from, the foreman of the 
jury that they were ready to make a 
report Counsel for the defendant, wno 
had been waiting in a side room, came 
in and sat down •with Mr. Patterson at 
the counsel table. 


The jury was led in at 11:34 and 


took their seats in the box. Foreman 
Harmer carried in his had the letters 
which Young wrote to Nan yauerson. 
The jury looked worn and weary from 
their all night deliberations. 


Hardly had the jury been seated 


when a deputy prison warden brought 
the defendant into court She walked 
along with swinging step and reached 
her father's side, lifted her veil and 
kissed him. She then sat down ami 
gazed 
inquiringly into the faces of 


her jurors. 


Justice Davis took his seat and 


Clerk Penny called the roll. 


There was tense silence in the court 


room when Justice Davis asked: "Mr. 
Foreman, have you agreed upon a ver- 
dict." 


The defendant grasped her father's 


arm and leaned 
forward, while the 


crowd in the court room arose to their 
feet. 


"We have not." said Foreman Har 


mer, and a sigh went up. 


Justice Davis said that he realized 


that the jurors had patiently tfeliber 
ated on the case and said that he 
thought that they ought to be able to 
reconcile their minds upon the evi- 
dence. He said he did not wish to im- 
pose any hardships 
upon the jurors, 


but ae desired that they take up the 


evidence for further consideration. 
Justice Davis said: "Is there any part 
of the testimony you would like to 
have read? It can be read to you up- 
on your demand. Is there any point of 
law upon which you desire expression? 
It shall be given you." 


'There is none," replied Foreman 


Harmer. 


"I will aslc you to retire for a while 


longer,"' said Justice Davis, "to go wer 
the evidence again, and I will remain 
here ready for any call." 


Foreman Harmoi arose from his 


seat and addressed the court, saying: 


"The 
possibility 
of reaching an 


agreement is absolutely ml. We have 
gone all over the evidence upon every 
possible point and can not"~agr"ee7"~ 


The jury was sent back but was 


finally discharged this afternoon. 


While the-jury weighed and consid 


ered the evidence for and against her, 
not 200 feet 
away, Nan Patterson 


paced the narrow confines of her cell 
in the silent Tombs, awaiting the ver- 
dict. As the minutes grew to hours 
the actress began to lose her courage, 
for she believed that when the jury re- 
1ired they would vote to acquit, and 
every moment that passed robbed her 
of this hope and filled her with a ter- 
ror she had not yet known. Occasion- 
ally she throw herself on her cot, but 
fear had murdered sleep and she arose 
again 
to press her face against the 


grated door to harken for the step of 
the court ofiicers coming across the 
bridge cf sighs to tell her that the 
jury was ready to render its judgment. 
But no one came until a court watch- 
man at 3 o'clock this morning inform- 
ed her that the lights had been turned 
down in the jury room and the jurors 
were resting for the night. 


"Why do they keep me in suspense 


so long?" she asked the prison ma- 
tron. "If I only knev what they were 
talking about. I thought they would 
acquit me right away. The suspense is 
billing me." 


"It will be all right, dearie," spoke 


the matron kindly. ' I am .sure it will 
be all right. Lie down, now and try to 
get a ittle rest." 


The grey of the dawn found the 


young woman pale and haggard, sitting 
on the edge of her unused cot, her head 
resting in her hands. 


"Have they reached a verdict?" she 


eagerly asked the prison watchman on 
one of his rounds. 


"No one knows, Miss Patterson," he 


replied. "No one can tell until court 
opens at 10:30 o'clock." 


So sure was the Florodora actress 


of her speedy acquittal that she had 
packed all her clothing and effects in 
a suit case. 


When court was adjourned at 11 


o'clock last night, and Captain Lynch 
had set word to her that she must 
spend another nigbt in the Tombs she 
began wearily to unpack the case. 
This morning she was brought ever to 
the prisoners' pen in the criminal 
court building where she greeted her 
waiting father with a kiss. 


"Have no fear, my giri," he said to 


her tenderly, "God is with us." 


Until the midnight hour a crowd of 


people stood in an<! about the building 
awaiting the word that a verdict had 
been reached. 


Never before in the history of the 


city's murder trials have the police 
had to copo with sach swarms of peo- 
ple in the courts. Center street wa-s 
almost blocked last night and the re- 
serves of three police stations were 
called to disperse the gatherings. It 
was not until 
midnight when 
the 


news came that the jury had been 
locked up. that the last 01 the crowd 


melted away and sought their homes. 
Long before the 
big building was 


thrown open lor business today, little 
knots of people stood on the corners 
apposite the court room and waited. 
Others stood watching the bridge of 
sighs waiting to catch a glimpse of the 
black-gowned actress as she passed on 
her way from the Tombs to the pris- 
oners' pen in the court building. 


The jurymen had a hard night of it. 


They wrangled until nearly 3 o'clock 
this morning when the light -was put 
ont and it was evidently intended to 
get some sleep. There were no cots or 
blankets in the jury room and the men 
had to stretch out on chairs. In this 
way they obtained a little rest. 


Later the steam heat in the building 


ran low and some of the jurymen com- 
plained to Captain Lynch, who guard- 
ed the door. He aroused the engineer 
to give the building more heat. 


The juror1; were astir early. At 7 


o'clock they told their guardiaus that 
they were hungry, and 10 minutes later 
they marched out of the building to a 
neighboring restaurant. Their haggard 
appearance indicated the strain they 
were laboring under. 


The jurors returned to the criminal 


court building soon after S o'clock and 
were locked tip in their room for fur- 
ther ^deliberation. 


There were many rumors about the 


court house this morning as to how the 
jury stood. One was to the effect that 
they stood six to six for murder in the 
first degree and acquittal. Another re- 
port was that nine were for man- 
slaughter in the first degree, two for 
second degree muider and one for ac- 
quittal. Still another rumor was thac 
all the juror? were for conviction, but 
could not agree as to the degree.

The return was made 
in Judge Kersteu's court this morning. 
The indictn-ent charges 
that Perry, 


the owner of the Chicago Car and Lo- 
comotive Works at 
Hegewisch, set 


fire to the plant oil October 9 with the 
intent to defraud the insurance com- 
panies. 


No discussion has taken place be- 


tween Mr. Perry's lawyers as to the 
time they will ask to prepare for trial. 


It is known that the defense 
will 


rely on the star witness for the prose- 
cution, Watchman Frank Bock, who 
was the only man to see Mr. Perry in 
the plant the- day of the fire. They will 
attempt to show that Bock told un- 
truths on the stand in order to shield 
himself from the charge of negligence, 
as he said, but to place the guilt on 
Perry in order that he himself would 
not be charged with it. 


The other principal witnesses will be 


Luther H. Baldwin, former president 
of the company financed by Perry; Ed- 
ward A. Gaidzik, former secretary, and 
Wm. C. Hunt, former superintendent. 
Police Lieutenant Crane, City Chemist 
Jones, and several officials of the Na- 
tional bank of North America will tes- 
tify, it is expected.

FURNACE FUMES 


Overcome Tenement Dwellers, Twelve 


Being in Serious Condition at 


Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia," Dec. 23. — Twenty- 


seven persons, most of them women 
and children, were overcome by coal 
gas in a crowdedtenementhouse inthe 
foreign settlement of this city. Twelve 
of them were in such a serious condi- 
tion that they had to be taken to a 
hospital, but it is believed they will 
recover. The lower part of the tene- 
ment was occupied by a Turkish bath 
establishment and the gas escaped 
from a large furnace used in the baths. 
There were more than 100 persons in 
the upper part of the building, most 
of them Russian Jews. That no lives 
were lost was due to two policemen, 
who in passing the building detected 
the gas and immediately began arous- 
ing the sleeping occupants. Many of 
them were unconscious and had to be 
carried from the place. 


POSTAL LAW 


Enforcement Has Driven Many Swin- 


dlers Out of Business Says the 


Report. 


Washington, Dec. 23.—R. P. Good- 


win, assistant attorney general for the 
postoffice department, in his annual 
report to Postmaster General Wynne 
says that the number of fraudulent 
concerns has been greatly reduced in 
consequence of the vigorous enforce- 
ment of the postal laws. The result is 
shown by the marked decrease in the 
number of complaints received. There 
were 144 fraud orders issued during 
the year and 23 orders were issued 
against foreign lottery companies and 
their agents, who were found to be 
operating through the mails. Much 
has been done in the direction of ex- 
cluding from the mails publications 
containing obscene and suggestive il- 
lustrations, advertisements and other 
matter considered unfit for circulation. 
Many of the worst of this class of of- 
fenders have had their enterprises 
suppressed, and the report says there 
will be no relaxation of the work.

Cleveland, O., Dec. 20.—The Cuya- 


hoga county grand 
jury returned 


against Dr. Leroy S. Chadwick and 
his wife, Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick, a 
joint indictment on the charge of hav- 
ing forged and uttered a $5,000,000 
note signed "Andrew Carnegie." 


Dr. Chadwick is on the way to New 


Chadwick is now on his way to New 
York from Paris, and is expected to 
land next Wednesday. As soon as the 
indictment was returned Sheriff Barry 
of this county made arrangements to 
secure Dr. Chadwick's extradition. He 
will meet the steamer on its arrival. 
This is the third time that Cassie 
Chadwick has been indicted by the 
county grand jury, but it is the first 
instance of her husband's name ap- 
pearing in the proceedings in the case. 
The indictments 
already returned 


against Mrs. Chadwick are similar to 
the one voted, except that they cover 
notes of $250,000 and $500,000 signed 
Andrew Carnegie. 


The grand jury has spent more than 


two weeks in its investigation of the 
Chadwick affair. 
It is understood 


that it was mainly on the testimony of 
President Beckwith of the Citizens' 
National bank of Oberlin, O., which 
failed recently, that the jurors voted 
to indict Dr. Chadwick. 


"There are many things which Dr. 


Chadwick will have to explain, asd I 
hope he will do so," said Prosecutor 
Keeler. "Dr. and Mrs. Chadwick may 
be tried on the indictment separately 
or together. Each has a right to trial 
singly if it is desired. The jurors will 
finish their work Saturday The Chad- 
wick investigation, so far as this jury 
is concerned, is ended. But I can not 
say that 1 lis concludes our inquiry 
into the rratter. It is possible there 
may be ot^er developments." 


Nathan Loeser, receiver for the 


Chadwick property, who is trying to 
locate the assets for the benefit of 
creditors, said that he had obtained in- 
formation concerning the whereabouts 
of the trunk and satchel belonging to 
Mrs. Chadwick, and which were taken 
from the Holland House during her 
stay there. He expects to recover 
them, but does not know !f they con- 
tain valuables. 


Mrs. Chadwick was reclining on a 


couch before her cell in the jail when 
she was informed of the action of the 
grand jury. She appeared not the least 
concerned, and asked only if there had 
been any one else indicted, mentioning 
the name of a person who has figured 
in the case to some extent. She de- 
clined to make any comment, saying: 
"It will do me no good to discuss my 
affairs in the newspapers There has 
been so much misrepresentation that I 
have decided to do no further talking, 
and I am also acting on the advice of 
my attorney in this respect." 


Newton to Sue Chadwick. 


Boston. Dec. 23 —On behalf of Her- 


bert D. Newton it was authoritatively 
stated that civil proceedings in his in- 
terest would be instituted against Dr. 
Leroy S. Chadwick upon the latter's 
return to this country. The action will 
be brought for the recovery on paper 
given by Dr. Chadwick to Mr. Newton, 
and having a face value of $90,000. Mr. 
Newton has cabled to Southampton 
and satisfied himself that Dr. Chad- 
wick Is a passenger on the Hamburg- 
American line steamer Pretoria, which 
has sailed for New York.

He took cold a 
week ago but his condition was not 
considered serious until Sunday when 
pneumonia developed. Mr. Briggs was 
born in New York, Aipril- 12, 1841. He 
came to Cleveland from Toledo in 1865 
to manage the 
Erie railroad's local 


business. Prior to that he had been 
connected with the Cincinnati and To- 
ledo and later he was superintendent 
of the Valley road. In 1S84 he was ap- 
pointed recPiver of the old Connotton 
Valley road. 


But Bnggs' claim to fame rests on 


his title, ' "Father 
of 
the 
Mystic 


Shrine" 
Years 250 he gathered to- 


gether a group ot" Masons--, all 
good 


fellows, and organized Al Koran Tem- 
ple. He wrote the ritual and there is 
none more beautiful in secret society 
circles. The idea spread and scon 
temples were instituted wherever Ma- 
sonry existed. For six years Briggs 
was Grand Imperial Potentate. 
For 


25 yeais he was Potentate of Al Koran 
Temple. 


At tne time of Ms death Briggs was 


grand secretary of the Srottlsh Rite 
Masons and secretary of the Masonic 
Temple Association. He was called to 
the 33rd degree m September. 1885. 
Briggs was known all over the United 
States as an after dinner speaker and 
teller of rare good stories. The funeral 
will be at 2 p m. Saturday from the 
lamily residence.

THIRTEEN AND HALF MILLION 


The Grand Total Received by Seven 


Candidates for President-How 


It is Divided. 


Chicago, Dec. 23. — The total vote 


cast for presidential electors at the 
recent election was 13,508,496, against 
13,968,574 in 1900, a decrease of 460.- 
078. The official canvass of the ballot* 
cast has just been completed, and it 
shears the vote was divided as follows: 


Roosevelt (Rep.), 7,627,632. 
Parker (Dem.), 5,080,054. 
Debs (Socialist), 391,587.

Swallow (Pro.), 260,303.

Watson (People's), 114,«37.

Corregan (Socialist Labor), 33,453. 
Holcomb (Continental Labor), 830. 
The Republicans made gains over 


their vote of 1900 in 32 states, and the 
official figures show losses In 13. The 
total gains of the Republicans were 
732,048, and the total losses 312,249; 
net gain, 
429,799. The Democrats 


polled more votes in eight states than. 
in 1900, but less in 37. Their total 
gains were 30,792, and the total losses 
1,291,491; net loss, 1,260,699. Roose- 
velt carried 32 states against 28 by 
McKinley, and has 336 electoral votes 
under the apportionment of 1900. Mc- 
Kinley had 292 under the apportion- 
ment of 1880, there having been an ad- 
dition of 29 by the last apportionment. 
Parker carried 13 states against 17 by 
Bryan, and has 140 electoral votes. 
Bryan had 155 under the apportion- 
ment in force in 1900. 


Roosevelt received over all 1,746,768 


and over Parker 2,547,578. In I960 Mc- 
Kinley had 467,046 more than all the 
other candidates, and 859,984 more 
than Bryan. The vote for Roosevelt 
was 409,822 more than for McKinley, 
while that for Parker was 1,277,773 
less than for Bryan. McKinley polled 
more votes than Roosevelt -in Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maine, Maryland, Mississippi, New 
Hampshire, 
North Carolina, South 


Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and Vir- 
ginia. Roosevelt got more than Mc- 
Kinley in the other 32 states. Parker 
received more votes than Bryan in 
Delaware, Georgia. Mississippi, New 
Jersey, New Yoik, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina and West Virginia, 
while Bryan got more than Parker in. 
the remaining 37 states. 


Four years ago the Socialists had 


an electoral ticket in 32 states, and 
polled 87,769 votes. This year they 
had a ticket in the 45 rtatsa, and the 
Debs vote was 391,587. In 1900 over 
5,000 votes were polled ia only Califor- 
nia, Illinois, Massachusetts, Missouri 
and New York.

The Pro- 
hibition vote in 1000 was 208,791; in 
November, 260,303, a gain of 51,512. 
The vote of the Socialist Labor party 
in 1900 was 39,944. This year it was 
33,453, a loss of 6,349.

Paris, Dec. 23. — A dispatch from 


Tangier says: "Owing to the proposal 
of the Sultan of Morocco to dispense 
with the services of the French mili- 
tary mission, the French minister in- 
formed the council of ministers that 
his government had instructed him to 
defer his departure for Fez pending 
further orders.

in the steel business for the coming 
year. I cannot see further ahead than 
that at this time, but I am sure 'that 
the -works in which I urn interested are 
receiving today approximately two and 
a half times as many orders as they 
can attend to at thi.s time. 


"So far as I can foresee the trade 


in this country will soon realize that 
its sale of steel must be confined to the 
United States alone and that the mar- 
ket abroad" will be abandoned through 
conditions just beginning to develop. 


"I never regarded the export of steel 


as a very important factor in the steel 
business for this reason: Our principal 
market of export in the past has been 
England and its colonies because our 
steel was there admitted free of duty. 
"We never exported much steel to Aus- 
tria, France or Germany. Now, Cham- 
berlain is doing for

colonies and will do for England and 
her colonies just what the other coun- 
tries have done, and that is protect the 
home industry. That is sure to come 
about in England and her colonies. 
England will place a preferential tariff

CONSPIRACY CHARGE 


IS ENTERED AGAINST PROMINENT 


OHIO CITIZEN. 


Warden Gould 
of State 
Prison and 


Ohio Bankers Are Named .as the 


Defendants. 


Columbus, O., Dec. 23.—Sensational 


allegations are made in a suit filed in 
common pleas court here by James 
T. McBride, a New Jersey dentist. Mc- 
Bride brings the action against Orrin 
B. Gouiu, waruen of ihe Ohio peiuittii- 
tiary; H. S. Willard. Wellston, O.; J- 
W. and Henry J. Bannon, Portsmouth, 
O.; Judge W. H. Middleton, Waverly, 
O.: Perry Smith, Zanesville, O., and 
William R. Sprague of Portsmouth, O., 
asking $100.000 damages for alienation 
of his wife's affections and alleged 
conspiracy in securing her a divorce 
and the custody of their minor chil- 
dren. H. S. Willard is president of the 
First National bank at Welston, and 
is a half-brother of Warden Gould; J. 
W. Bannon is 'president of the First 
National bank of Portsmouth; Henry 
J. Bannon is a prominent attorney and 
congressman from the Eleventh dis- 
trict; W. H. Middleton was formerly a 
common pleas judge in the Seventh 
district, Second subdivision, residing 
at Waverly. 
Sprague and Smith are 


attorneys. 


In his petition McBride alleges that 


Gould and Willard jointly assisted in 
the alienatuiti of his wife's affections, 
and that Judge W. H. Middleton, Hen- 
ry J. and J. W. Bannon, as attorneys 
for his wife, and Perry Smith and Wil- 
liam R. Sprague, as attorneys for him- 
self, entered a conspiracy in which his 
wife was granted a divorce virtually 
without a contest. 


It is charged in the petition that 


Judge Middleton. before whom the di- 
vorce proceedings of Mrs. McBride 
were conducted, was influenced by the 
present warden of the Ohio peniten- 
tiary. It is also claimed that the at- 
torneys of the husband, Perry Smith 
and William Sprague, failed and re- 
fused to allow the husband to go on 
the witness stand to testify in his own 
behalf, and that they practically threw 
up the case. The petition recites that 
the plaintiff married Lovinia Gould 
Nov. 20, 1891, and that the warden Is 
a brother, and the defendant, Willard, 
a half-brother of the wife. The two 
Bannons mentioned in the petition,are 
said to be relatives of the Goulds and 
have been for years their personal 
friends and attorneys. 


McBride's charges are pronounced 


absurd by Warden Gould. 


BY BRIBERY 


Russians are Accused of Having Ob- 


tained False Statement from the 


Fishermen. 


London,-Dec. 23.— The sensational 


press of England directly charges the 
Russian government with using under- 
hand means, by bribery and intoxi-' 
cants, to secure false statements from 
men of the Gamecock fishing fleet. 
The Russian consul at Hull said the 
boatswain of the Ava was brought to 
his office, but that he sent him to the 
commissioner of oaths, where, the con- 
sul says, the boatswain swore he saw 
a Japanese torpedo boat with the 
trawlers. The consul says he knows 
other trawlers who are ready to make 
similar statements, but that they are 
afraid of the consequences. 
The con- 


sul indignantly denies that he has 
made any attempt to induce fishermen 
to make statements. He says that 
when informed of the nature of the 
statement the boatswain of the Ava 
intended to make it was his duty to 
his government to render every assist- 
ance. 


Object of Jap Squadron. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 23. — The an- 


nouncement that four Japanese cruis- 
ers and 12 torpedo boats are proceed- 
ing west from Singapore is received 
here with much interest. It is not be- 
lieved, however, that such a small 
squadron can have been sent out by 
Japan with any idea of engaging in 
offensive operations, but it is regarded 
as more probable that it is the pur- 
pose of this squadron to keep surveil- 
lance over the two detachments of the 
Russian fleet, which are expected to 
soon unite in the neighborhood of 
Madagascar. 
It is generally believed 


that Vice Admiral Rojestvensky in- 
tends to establish a naval coining base 
on some small island between Mada- 
gascar and the Philippines, and that 
the Japanese cruising squadron hopes 
to mark 
down the rendezvous for 


Vice Admiral Togo's information. 


Warship Rendered Harmless. 


Tokyo, Dec. 23.—Vice Admiral Togo 


reports: "After personal observation 
outside Port Arthur, I found the Sevas- 
topol, which was attacked by our tor- 
pedo flotillas, is now anchored in the 
shallows about 400 yards from 
the 


shore of Chengtao mountain. The Rus- 
sians are engaged in pumping, but the 
Sevastopol is listing at least 10 de- 
grees, with her bow slightly sunk. 
There can be no hope of restoring the 
vessel to fighting trim, considering the 
present condition of Port Arthur, and 
I judge that she has been completely 
disabled. I also observed that the en- 
emy's destroyer, which was torpedoed 
by us, has been destroyed."

Several 
groups of citizens have signed an ad- 
dress to the municipality expressive of 
the strongest sympathy and support of 
Its claim for constitutional reform as 
embodied in the resolutions adopted 
by the town council on Dec. 14, and 
promising every effort in furtherance 
r,f those reforms, which the address 
declares, are desired by the whole of 
the Russian people. 


No Indictments Returned. 


New York, Dec. 23. — No evidence 


warranting indictments in this county 
•was presented to the grand jury in 
connection with the charge that a 
bribery fund had been collected by the 
Liquor Dealers' association to influ- 
ence legislation at Albany, according 
to a presentment handed in. The pre- 
sentment described as "shocking" the 
facts disclosed by the evidence, and 
after reporting that it has been impos- 
sible to return i_Jictinents in this 
county requests that all the evidence, 
175 type-written pages, be sent to the 
governor and to both branches of the 
legislature, to do with as they see fit. 


Suit Against General Brooke. 


New York, Dec. 23.—A complaint by 


Countess Maria Francesca O'Reilly De 
Camara, who seeks to recover $250,000 
from Major General John Brooke, for- 
merly governor general of Cuba, was 
heard in the United States district 
court. The countess alleges that Gen- 
eral Brooke abolished the 
office of 


high sheriff of Havana, which 
she 


tlaimed by inheritance, 
and 
from 


which she derived fees for supervising 
the 
slaughter of cattle. 
General 


Brooke contended that he had, under 
th3 treaty with Spain, the right to 
abolish, the office. 


Activity Near Mukden. 


Mukden, Dec. 23.—There was more 


artillery firing from Poutiloff hill on 
Dec. 21, which resulted in dispersing 
a party of Japanese who were trying 
to entrench in front of that position. 
Chinese report that Field Marshal 
Oyama and his staff have established 
headquarters at Liaoyang, and that 
the Japanese are constructing new 
forts around the city. The Japanese 
are reported to be suffering severely 
from the cold and sickness in the vi- 
cinity of Palaszandzi and Shilikhe, 
where it is said they lost 2,000 men 
in a single week. 


Hendricks For Senator.

only for the purpose of concealing it- 
self? What Mr. ifmytho may pretend 
is in his mind, as to the schemes and 
plots of the Water company is not 
the cause of the present public sensa- 
tion, nor the occasion of Mi. Smythe's 
attempt to explain. The explanation,

tion? 


Mr. Smythe says, that it is easv for 


men to say now when there are no 
londs to sell, and no ceitified check 
to put up, and no responsibility, that 
they would give more than the prem- 
ium agreed on with these favored bid- 
cers. But [ will not consider the ex 
post facto situation, or what men may 
now say. 


I wish to anrcunce^o the citizens

As to the first of the above propo- 


sitions, that the piivate sale was not 
Futhcrizad, Mr. Siuythe says it was, 
and I say it was not 
This legal !ssue 


will be decided by the court in proper 
time. 


As to the other two propositions, I 


?taud reac*/ to prcdaee the proof on 
any proper occasion. 


Mr. Smythe's incuse, 'or 
entering 


into .1 tranhactiou by which the city 
was made to lose $10.000, is that he 
was afraid of the Old Water comiianv. 
For the same reason, he brought the 
niit to enjoin the public s-ale of tho 
bonds, a suit which he says, was ut- 
terly absurd. 
How he can make his 


conduct in bringing slich a suit con- 
form to the ethica of the profession, 
I do not 
understand.

that, he brought the suit, at tho re- 
quest of a tax-payer, thereby prevent- 
ing the tax-payer, from bringing it, 
and then failed to prosecute it, al- 
though he had promised to do so.

Why does he intimate, that the com- 


pany does not want to sell at all. but 
cnly oy mixing up matters, get :i re- 
newal of its lease for twenty years 
mora, when all the efforts ol tbe com- 
pany, have been directed toward 
a 


sale? And how are these two positions 
of Mr. Smylhe consistent, the one, to 
entrap the cily into a position of be- 
ing bound to take the plant, by pur- 
chase, and the other, tbat the com- 
pany does not want to. sell at all? 
Tbe Water company does not believe. 
nor doesi it believe that any sane man 
believes, that it or any body else, can 
step or retard for any appreciable 
time, the buildirg of a water plant, 
if the city or its authorities decide to 
do so. But it thinks, if the two plants 
were run in opposition, it would be a 
serious disadvantage to both, and 
would very seriously aft'ect the value 
of its properly; it thinks, that if the 
value of the property, can be fairly 
ascertained, that 1he city will be will- 
ing to pay the fair price, and avoi.l 
cigging up the streets and the compe- 
tition; it thinks, it has a good and 
valuable property, and that 
it can 


«emonstrate that fact, if it has the 
time to show it up. and which the 
council would have accorded it 
the 


opportunity to do? if it had not been 
for the opposition and obstruction of 
the executive department of the city. 
All these considerations 
show, that 


the company is very anxious to sell. 


I do not see, that the sale of ?r,00,- 


O'JO of bonds running 19 years, 4 ant1.

cf $4,400. I have been led to believe, 
that the longer the time, and the 
larger the amount, the larger the 
premium.
